m s W'ere hailed eagerly in Neb raska 
as the answer to inadeq u ate 
rainfall 
in 
farm ing regions. At the close of the thu d season 
of expcrim eni with this feed crop there are some 
repercu ssions. C ertain types of sorghu ms have 
com« in for criticism on the grou nd that their 
heavy netw ork of root system when tu rned u n­ 
der after the crop has b een harvested does not 
rot into the soil. Bu t sorghu ms have b een an 
infinite help in N eb raska, and the harvest in 
1941, w ith few exceptions, has b een gratifying. 


The case of France provides a concrete ex­ 
ample. 
In France in 1941, the harvest was rich, b u t 
there Frenchm en go hu ngry. 
In a land of plenty, 
a United Press correspondent wrote, which was 
harvesting b etter than an average crop, 40 million 
Frenchm en su ffered the torm ent of slow starva­ 
tion. 
The French harvest produ ced 
70 
million 
q u intals of w heat b u t the b u lk of it w ent to G er­ 
many. The French potato crop exceeding the nor­ 
m al yield, approxim ately 300 
million 
b u shels, 
still finds the Frenchm an restricted to tw o pou nds 
of potatoes a m onth. 
He gets a pou nd of ‘fat’— 
inclu ding anim al and vegetab le fats, olive oil, ol 
w'hich there is a great ab u ndance, b u tter and m ar- 
gerine. 
He draw s a m onthly ration of a pou nd 
of su gar and he receives one half pou nd of b read 
a day. 
H itler takes 14,000 head of cattle each 
month, redu cing the m eat rations from 270 grams 
per week to ab ou t 70. 
By direct and indirect re­ 
qu isition G erm any is w ithdraw ing m ore than half 
the total agricu ltu ral ou tpu t of France. 
It is a hu ngry Eu rope. 
P art of the Fri^ich w heat goes to Belgiu m, Hol­ 
land and Spain, w here the b read shortage verges 
on famine. 
French olive oil goes to Italy to make 
u p for a great shortage of fats in the Italian food 
rations. 
French wines, nearly 2 million q u arts, 
go direct to G erm any to b e redistilled as an al­ 
cohol su b stitu te for gasoline. 
That is w hat it is ab ou t, 
and it is 
W’orse in 
Greece, and in Norway than it is in France.

iTtHERE is an elem ent of the physical as w^ell as 
the spiritu al in this new m artyrdom of Eu ­ 
rope revealed in the growing revolts in cou ntries 
u nder Nazi occu pation. 
W hat a hideou s thing this ‘new order in the 
w'oiid’ really is! 
Those who till the soil—plow the grou nd, plant 
the seed, and harvest the crop—approach near 
and nearer to starvation w hile Eu rope’s Overlord 
draw’s u pon the fru its of their lab ors to keep his 
w ar m achine going that he may m ake himself 
and his regim e dom inant in this w’orld. 
It m u st b e an increasingly joyou s death to w'hich 
these despairing peoples go in facing firing squ ads. 
It is a m artyrdom and a death so m u ch to b e pre­ 
ferred to the intolerab le serfdom imposed u pon 
the continent of Eu rope. Not u ntil recently has 
that flam ing spirit of revolt b ared itself. 
Bu t w in­ 
ter is ahead, w ith its cold and its snow, its lack 
of food and fu el, of medicine and clothes, while

tions of the b arest necessities. That is the ‘new or­ 
der’ with which some

To each ward is 
assigned an attending physician 
or su rgeon, and on each w ard one 
o’r more nu rses are on du ty con­ 
stantly. 
The lab oratories for exam ina­ 
tion of b lood, u rine, tissu e, etc.. 
X -ray equ ipm ent, 
the 
su rgical 
o pe r a t i n g 
rooms 
are 
w’ell- 
equ ipped w ith the m ost u p-to- 
date appliances. 
T here 
was 
a 
thorou ghly m odern set of dental 
offices as well as adeq u ate ear, 
nose and throat and eye clinics 
m the hospital I saw. 
Phy sica l Thera py . 
An especial featu re is a b u ild­ 
ing devoted to physical therapy— 
b aths, 
w ater 
treatm ents of all 
kinds, light treatm ent, diatherm y, 
massage rehab ilitation exercises, 
etc. 
This 
im portant 
field 
of 
treatm ent is most necessary 
in 
convalescent treatm ent of sprains, 
fractu res, dislocations and sim i­ 
lar inju ries to which soldiers are 
su b ject in the strenu ou s life of 
m aneu vers.
